The lirſt Chapter. 


Oꝛaſmuche as truthe, (beyng ol her owne nature of a 
moſt excellent vertue, elficacie, foxce,and woʒkyng,) can 
not but by pꝛoceſſe of tyme bꝛeake oute, and ſhewe her 
Ae ſelte howoſocuer foz a while the mape by thiniquitie, and 
= trailtie of man be ſuppzeſſed and kept cloſe : And beyng 
L——=—reucaled a manitefted,ought to be embzaced , acknow- 
ledged,confeſſedand pzofeſſed in all caces, and matters, whatſoeuer, 
and whomſoeuer they touche oz concerne, without reſpect ofperſons 
but in ſuch caces and matters, ſpecially as wherby the glozyeand ho- 
noure of God, in heauen(who is the authour oftrueth , and trueth it 
ſelfe ) is to be ſpeciallye ſet foꝛthe and wherby alſo the honoure,dig- 
nitie, ſuertie, and pꝛeſeruation ofthe Pzince, and ruler vnder God in 
earth, dependeth, and the welfare, pꝛolyt, and ſpeciall benefyte of the 
— people, and bodye ol a Realme, is to be continued and mayn⸗ 
taynev, 2 
vVE YOVRE highneſſe moſt louing faithful,and obedient (ub- 
iectes, vnderſtandyng the very truthe of the ſtate of matrimonye be⸗ 
twene the two mooſt excellent Puinces of moſt wozthy memoꝛie king 
Henry the eyght,and Muene Katherine his louyng godly, and lawful 
wyke, your highnes lawfulfather,and mother, can not but thincke our 
ſeife moſt bounden, both by our duetie of allegtaunce to pour mateſtie, 
and of conſcience towardes O D, tolhewe vnto youre hyghneſle 
firſte howe that the ſame matrimonye, bepng contracted, ſolemniled, 
and conſummated, by the agreament and aſſent of both their moſt no⸗ 
ble parentes,by the counſaile t aduiſe of the moſt wiſe and graueſt mẽ 
of both their realmes, by the deliberate and mature conſideration and 
conſent of the beſt and mooſte notable men in learnyng in thoſe dayes 
of Chꝛiſtendome, did euen ſo continewe by the ſpate of. xx.yeares, and 
moze betwene them to the pleaſure ofalmightie God the latiſfaction 
ofthe woꝛlde, the ioye and comlozte of all the ſubiectes ofthis realme, 
x to their owne repoſe and good contentement, God gining foꝛ a lure 
token and teſtimony ot his good acceptation of the lame, not only god⸗ 
lye fruite, your hyghnes molt noble perlon, whome we beleche the al⸗ 
mightie and euerliupng God, longe to pꝛoſper and pꝛeſerue here amo- 
geſt vs) a other yſſuealſo,vhomir hath pleaſed god to take out of this 
tranſitozylyfe,vnto his eternall glozye,but allo lendyng vs — 
ozilching

floutiching and moft pꝛoſperous common wealthe in all thinges: And 
then afterward, how that the malicious a peruerle affections af ſome 
(a very fewe parſos}enuping the great felicite,wherin by the goodnes 
of God your ſayde moſt noble father and mother, and alt cheyꝛ good 
Subiectes ipued and contynued in, many peares⸗did foz theyꝛ pwne 
lynguler gloꝛy, and vayne reputation conceyue ſondꝛie, ſubtyle, and 
dilloyal pzactiſes-fo2 the interruption and bzeache of the layde mooſte 
Lawtul, and godly concozde. And trauellynge to put the ſame in vze, 
deupled fy2ſte to inlynuate a ſcruple into the kyng pour fathers coſci- 
ence, of an vnlawlull mariage betwene him and his molt lawfull wyfe 
the Quene, your highnes mother, pzetendingfsz the grounde therof, 
that the ſame was againlt the woꝛde of God , And there vponceaſed 
not to perſwadecontinuallye vnto the ſaid kynge pour father,that he 
couldenot without daunger ok the loſſe of his ſoule,continue with hys 
ſaid moſt lawfull wyfe, but muſte be ſeperated, anddinozcedfrom her, 
And to this intente cauſed the ſeales,afwel ofcertapne vniuerſytes in 
Jtalye,and Fraunce,to be gotten (as it were foz a teſtimonye) bythe 
coꝛruption with money ofa fewe lyghte perſons, ſcollers ofthe ſame 
vniuerlities, as alſo the ſeales of the vniuerlities ofthis Kealme to be 
obtayned by greate trauaple, ſiaiſter wozking, ſecrete thzeatnynges, 
and entreatinges of ſome merſof aucthozitie,ſpectally ſent at that time 
thyther fo2 the lame purpoſes, And how that finally.Thomas Cran⸗ 
mer thenewly made Irchebyſhop of Cantozbury, moſt vngodlye. and 
againſt all lawes, equitie.and conſcłtence pꝛolecuting the ſayde wicked 
deuple ot diuoꝛce, and ſeperation d the laid king pour father, a Quene 
your mother, called befoze him ex icio) the hearing of the ſaid matter 
ol marriage, and takinghis foundacts partely vpon his owne vnadut- 
{cd iudgement of the ſtripture, iopning therwith the pꝛetended teſti⸗ 
monies of the ſayde vniuerlities, and partely vpon bare and molt vn- 
true toniectures, gathered and admitted by him vpon matters ok no 
ſtrẽgth, oz effect, but onelp by ſuppoſal,and without admit ting oz hea⸗ 
ring any thing that coulde be ſayde by the quene pour mother, oz by a* 
ny other on her behalte in.thabſence ofthe ſatdlate Muene poure mo- 
ther, pꝛoceded, pꝛonounced.delerned, declared, and gaue ſentence the 
ſame moſt lawt̃ul, and vndoubted matrimonpe, to be naught. and to be 
contracted againſt gods Lawe, # of no value, but lacking the ſtrength 
of the lawe: and the laid moſt noble kynge your father and the ſaid nos 
ble Quene pour mother, lo married together, did leperate, a deuozce, 
and the ſame pour moſt noble father king Henry theighte, e the ſayde 
noble Quene pour mother, from the bandes ol the lame moſte lawkull 
matrimonye, did pꝛonounce. and declare, by the lame his vnlawful ſen⸗ 
tence: to be free diſcharged , and let at lpbertie. Whiche ſentence, and 
iudgement lo geuen by vnlaw full, and coꝛrupt meanes and wapes, by 


the ſaxd Archebiſbop of Canterbury, was afterwardes vpon certaine 
| affections 
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affections ratefped and confyzmed by two ſeuerall Actes, the one 
made in the.rrb.yeare of the raygne of the ſaid kinge youre highneſſe 
father, and entituled,an Acte declaryng the ſtablyſhment ofthe luccel⸗ 
ſion ofthe kinges moſt Koyall maieſtie ot the imperial Crowne ofthis 
Realme. The other Acte ofparliament made tn the. xx viij.peate ofthe 
rayane of the ſayde king pour highnes father, entituled an Act foꝛ the 
ſtabliſhment of the ſucceſſion ofthe Jmperiall crowne of the Realme, 
In the whiche ſayde two Actes, was conteyned the Jlilegtttimations 
of youre moſte noble parſon, which poure layd moſt noble parſon being 
bozne in ſo ſolempne a mariage, ſo openly appꝛoued in the wozlbe, and 
with ſo good fayth both firſte contracted, and alſo by ſo manye peares 
continued betwe ne pour mooſt noble parentes,and the ſame mariage 
in very dede not beyng pꝛohibited by the law of God, could not by any 
reaſon oz equit ie in this cace be ſo ſpotted. And nowe we your highnes 
ſayd moſt louing,faythful,and obedient ſubiectes, of agodly harte, and 
true meaning, frely, and franckely,without feare,fanſye, oz anye other 
cozruptemotion , ozſenſualaifection, conſideryng that this fozeſayde 
martage,had his begynnyng of God, and by him was continued, and 
therfoze was euer, is tobe taken foz à moſt true, iuſt, lawful. and to al 
relpectes,a ſyncert and perfatcte mariage, noꝛ coulde, ne ought by any 
mans power, aucthozitie, o mriſdiction be diſſolued, bꝛoken, oꝛ ſepera⸗ 
ted, (foz whome God toyneth.no man can ne ought to putte a ſunder . 
and conlidering alſo, how duryng the ſame mariage, in godly cõcoꝛde, 
the realme in all degrees floꝛiſhed to the gloꝛy of God, the honour of 
the pꝛinte and the great reputatis of the ſubiectes of the ſame, and on 
che other lide vnderſtanding manifeſtly that the grounde of the lapde 
deuyſe, and pꝛactiſe foz the diuoꝛce pꝛoceded firſtof malice, and vayne 
glozy,and afterward was pꝛolecuted, and folowed of fonde affection, 
and ſenſuallfantaſye and finally executed and put in effecte by coꝛ⸗ 
ruption,ignozaunce,and flattery:Ind fealing to our great ſoꝛowe.do⸗ 
mage, and regret, how ſhameful ignominies · rebukes, launders, con⸗ 
temptes, yea,what death, peſtilence, warres,diſobediences.rebelliong, 
inlurrections : ad diuerſe other great, and greuous plagues, God of 
his iuſtice hath ſent vpon vs, euer lithens this (aide vngodlye purpoſe 
was firſt begonne, and pꝛactiled:but alſo ſeyng euidentlye befoꝛe oure 
eyes.that vnles ſo great an iniuſtice as this hath bene and yet cotinu- 
eth, be rcedubbed, and that the ſayd falle and wꝛongful pꝛoceſſe, iudge⸗ 
ment, and ſentence, with theyꝛ dependences be repealed and reuoked, 
nothing is leſſe to be dowbted, then that greater plagues, and ſtrokeg 
are lyke to encreace, and continue daylpe moꝛe and moꝛe within this 
Realme,do beſeche poure moſt excellent maieſtie, alwell in reſpecte of 
youre owne honoure, dignitie, and tuſt tytle, as foz truthes ſake. wher⸗ 
with (we doubt not ) but youre hyghnes al io wilbe ſpeciallye moued in 
tonſcience, and alſo foz the entier loue, fauoure, and affection , whiche 

youre 
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pour maieſtie beareth tothe common wealth of this pour realme, and 
foz the good peace, vnitte,and reſt of vs your moſt bounden lubiectes, 
and our poſteritie, that it may be enacted by youre highnes, with the 
conſent of the loꝛdes ſpiritual and tempoꝛal and the commons in this 
pꝛeſent parliament aſſembled. 

AND be it enacted by thaucthozitye of this pzeſente parliamente, 
that al, and euery decree ſentence c iudgement ofdiuozce, #ſeparation 
betwene the ſayde kyng your kather, and the layde late Muene, youre 
mother, and all the pꝛoceſſe commenced, followed,geuen,made,oz pꝛo⸗ 
mulged by the layd Thomas Cranmer, then Archebilſbop of Cantoz- 
burp, oꝛ by any other perſon oz perſons, whatlocuer, wherby the lame 
molt iuſt, pure, and lawful marriage, betwene the laid late kyng youre 
father, the layd late Quene youre mother was, oz is pꝛonounced, oz 
in any wyle declared to be vnlawful,oz vniuſte, oz agaynſte the lawe of 
God, be and ſhalbe from the beginnpng , and from hencefozthe, of no 
foꝛce, validitie, oʒ effecte, but be vtterly naught, voyde, fruſtrate , and 
adnichilate, to all intentes, conſtructions, and purpoſes, as yk the ſame 
had neuer bene geuen 02 pꝛonounced. 

AN be it alſo enacted by thaucthozitye afoꝛeſayde, that aſwell the 
ſayde Acte of Parliament, intituled, an Acte declaring the eſtabliſhmet 
of the ſucceſſion of the kinges moſt royal maieſtie of thimperialcrowne 
ofthis Realme, made in the. x xb. yeare ofthe rapgne ofthe bing pour 
kather be repealed and be voyde and of none effecte, as alſo all and es 
uery luche claules, articles, bꝛaunches, and matters contained, and ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in the koꝛelayde acte of parliamente, made in the ſapde. xx bij. 
peare of the raygne of the layde late king, vour father, oz in anye other: 
acte oʒ actes of Parliament, as wherby pour highnes is named oz de⸗ 
clared to be illegittimate oz the ſayde mariage betwene the ſayde BING 
your father, and the ſaid Quene pour mother, is declared to be again 
the woꝛde of God, oz by any meanes vnlawful,ſhalbe,and be,repealed, 
and be voyde, and ol ns fozce,no2 effecte,toalintentes, conſtructions, 
and purpoſes,as yftheſameſentence,o2 actes ofparliajnet, had neuer 
be had, ne made. Ind that the ſaid marriage had d ſolemmiſed betwene 
your ſayd moſt noble father king Henry, and your layd moſt noble mo⸗ 
ther Quene Katherin, ſhalbe diffinitiuely,cierely,and abſolutely,decla 

red, demed and adiudged to be, and ſtande with Goddes lawe, 

and his moſt holy woꝛd, and to be accepted, reputed, and ta⸗ 
ken ok good effecte,and validitie, to all intentes and 
purpoſes,

Ozaſmuche as by diuerſe and ſeueral Actes herealtet 
mentioned, alwel the diuine ſeruice, and good admini⸗ 
ſtratio of the Sacramentes, as diuerſe other matters 
| of religion, (whiche we and our fozefathers founde in 
2 3 this Churche of England to vs left, by the ancthoxitie 
— of the catholike Churche ) be partly altered and in lome 
parte taken from bs, and in place therofnewe thinges imagined and 
let koꝛth by the ſayde Actes, ſuche as a feawe of ſingularitie haue of 
them lelues deuiſed, Wherofhath enſued amongeſt vs in veryeſhozte 
tyme numbers of diuerſe and ſtraunge opimons , and diuerlities of 
lectes, and therby growen great vnquietnes, and muche Diſco2de, to 
the great diſturbaunce of thecomen welth of this realme, and in verpe 
ſhoꝛte time lyke to growe toextreame peril and vtter confuſion of the 
faine,onles ſome remedy be in that behalfe pꝛouided. Mhiche thing al 
true louyng and obedient ſubiectes, ought, and are bounden to fozſes 
and pꝛouide fo thuttermooſt of their power.

ofhis late ſubiectes, which grauntes were then due vnto her highnes
